Thirteen States Report Reduced Acre- 
age in Spring Wheat—Present Acre- 
age Condition Exceeded Only Three 
Times in Thirteen Years—Barley, 
Clever and Apples, 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, June 10.—Prelimin- 
ary reports of the spring-wheat acre- 
age indicate a reduction of about 
2,511,000 agres, or 12.8 per cent. Of the 
nineteen States reporting spring wheat, 
13 report a reduced acreage, Washing- 
ton being the only State having 100,000 
acres or upward in this product that 
reports an increase. There is a re- 
duction of 746,000 acres in Minnesota 
and of 905,000 acres in North* Dakota, 
due largely to unfavorable weather 
conditions during sowing time in the 
Red River Valley; a reduction of 400,- 
000 acres in South Dakota, resulting 
in the main from an increasing ten- 
dency toward a greater diversification 
of crops, and a reduction of 340,000 
acres in Nebraska, consequent upon 
the gradual yielding of spring wheat 
to winter, which is going on in almost 
every section of the State. 
The average condition of epring 
wheat June 1 was 95.4 per cent. as 
compared with 92 at the correspond- 
ing date last year; 87.3 per cent. June 
1, 1900, and a ten-year average of 92.6, 
The present average condition has 
been exceeded only three times in the 
past fifteen years. Of the States hav- 
ing 1,000,000 acres or upward in spring 
wheat, South Dakota reports a condi- 
tion of 100 per cent.; North Dakota 
9, and Minnesota and lowa %. In 
Washington and Oregon, which to- 
gether have over one million one hun- 
dred thousand acres in spring wheat, 
the condition averages are 97 and 93, 
respecrively.

it were offered to him, althcugh he is 
a poor man and the salary would nat- 
urally be attractive to him. I regard 
the finding of Mr. Smith as a complete 
vindication of Mr. Wakeman. 

“He was in a position where, if he 
had been dishonest, he could have 
made so much money that his in- 
come would have made old Croesus ap- 
pear like a Park Row ‘“pan-handler”’ 
in comparison. He would only have 
had to let others do the stealing, and 
there would have been no tfouble. It 
was because he stood up and fought 
in accordance with what he believed 
to be his sworn duty that he lost his 
place.” 

When ex-Secretary Gage was asked 
concerning the suggestion from Wake- 
man’s friends that Gage and Gen. 
Spaulding, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, might take the initiative in 
asking the President to restore Mr. 
Wakeman, Gage said: ‘“‘Mr. Wakeman’'s 
removal was the President's act. The 
President took action apparently after 
being satisfied from his own purview 
that the circumstances warranted it. 
I don't know what Smith has found 
in the way of evidence against the 
persons afrested. Sometimes it is 
easier to arrest than to convict.”

SENATOR BEVEPIDGE ON SOVER- 
EIGNTY—MONEY'S FAUX PAS.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—One by 
one the great legislative matters are 
receiving their permanent form, and 
having yesterday passed the Lodge 
Philippine Government Bill by a vote 
of 48 to 30, the Senate now occupies 
itself with the Nicaragua Canal Bill, 
whose passage in whatever shape it 
may assume, means absolute sover- 
eignty of the Pacific Ocean for the 
American people. The impetial word, 
sovereignty, may fiad its disputants 
among those who hold to the letter of 
the Constitution, and quail from a 
large recognition of its spirit, and yet 
how clearly the functions of both text 
and interpretation were diated upon 
by Senator Beveridge last evening at 
tne commencement exercises of the 
Law School and the School of Com- 
parative Jurisprudence ani Diplomacy 
of Columbian College! Refe:ring to 
the recent appropriation of $200,000 to 
the suffering peopie of Martinique, a 
colony of France; to a shipload of 

rovisions sent some years ago to Ire- 
and, a British possession; and to the 
gilt of tents At’ another time, during 
yellow-fever epidemic, to Memphis, 
Tenn.; Senator Beveridge said: . 

“For this exercise of power there is 


mot the slightesi warrant in the Con- 


stitution, either in 
granted, or in powers inyplied. Yet 
there Was practically no objection, 
elther in Congress or the country, but 
the existence of such a power in Con- 
gress was generally considered a mat- 
ter of course. These facts reveal prac- 
tically unquestioned powers in Con- 
gress beyond the Constitution; they 
show elat there are powers inherent 
in th® government itself, which are 
extra-constitutional.

And, therefore, when government 
is established, that ve act creates 
those powers, which sleep until neces- 
sity awakens them.” , 
Great. indeed, is the privilege which 
those in Washington at present enjoy 
of attending the great governmental 
sessions in the halis of Congress.

Woman from Seat of War in Mexico 
Says Yaquis Have Been Paid Low 
‘Wages and Illy Treated by Em 
ployers 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO, June 10.—Vernie Craw- 
ford, a _ thirteen-year-old boy, was 
drowned this evening at 5 o'clock in 
Prof. Kyle's swimming tank at the foot 
of Fifth street. The boy went for a 
swim in the tank—at least it was sup- 
posed he could swim. The tank slopes 
from a depth of about three feet at one 
end, to eight feet at the opposite end. 
He was not missed until Prof. Kyle 
began to gather up the bathing suits 
that had been in use, In going through 
the rooms he found the boy’s suit of 
clothing and was unable to account 
for the boy. An immediate search was 
begun in the tank and in a short time 
the lad’s body was found. Two phy- 
sicilans immediately began work in a 
heroic manner, using electricity and all 
other means known to the medical pro- 
fession, to resuscitate the boy. After 
four hours’ hard work, they were com- 
pelled to give up the struggle and 
The dead 
youth's parents reside at National City, 
Where they are employed on one of 
the Kimball places. 

YAQUI UPRISING. 

A woman who has arrived here with 
her children from the Yaqui country of 
Mexico, to remain with her sister until 
the troubles are over, explains in de- 
tail the reasons for the uprising of the 
Yaquis, which differs somewhat from 
reports received from Mexican sources. 
The Indians, she says, have long been 
in an ugly mood, on account of the low 
wages and ill-treatment accorded them 
On the ranches on which they were 
employed. The recent uprising started 
on the Carmon ranch, a section twenty 
miles square, on which were employed 
from 200 to 300 Indians. The first inst. 
two men were killed by the Yaquis, 
who then drove out all the other peo- 
ple in that vicinity, and took possession 
of all property, arms and ammunition, 
cattle and horses that they could find. 
Indians rapidly arrived from different 
sections of Sonora and joined the in- 
surgents. The first engagement be- 
tween Mexican troops and the Yaquis 
occurred at the Carmon ranch. Seventy 
Mexicans were killed, and only twenty- 
five escaped.

DIFFICULTIES VIA. PANAMA. 
{RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PrESS—P M.! 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Mr. Tur- 
ner urged that there were no dip- 
lomatic, legal or equitable difficulties 
in the way of the construction of the 
Nicaragua canal. He presented at 
Sreat length the difficuities in which 
the United States might become in- 
volved by an acquirement of the 
rights, concessions and property of 
the Panama Canal Company, saying 
that it was manifest that this country 
could not get clear title to the prop- 
ery, based, as the sale would be, upon 
an insufficient order of a lower court 
of France. 

Under no system of jurisprudence, of 
which he had any knowledge, could the 
rights and property of the old Panama 
Canal Company be disposed of by the 
new company without the old company 
having been made a party to the judi 
cial proceedings. 

“I should like to inquire of th 
Senators,”’ said Mr. Fairbanks, 
“whether there has been a confirma- 
tion of the order of saie?”’ 

“Not that I am aware,” replied Mr. 
Turner. ‘““There has been no sale, and 
there could be, therefore, no con- 
firmation of it.” 

In this connection, Mr. Turner urged 
strongly that, by the construction of 
the isthmian canal, the stified and 
cramped infant industries of the Pa- 
cific Coast would obtain an outlet for 
their products and would be relieved 
of the “grossly unjust discrimination 
to which they were now subjected by 
the transcontinental railroads.” 

The project, furthermore, would pro- 
mote national integrity and national 
progress. He favored the House bill, 
saying he believed that its enactment 
was the only method by which an Isth- 
mian canal could be constructed by the 
United States. 

Mr. Morgan discussed the legal dif- 
ficulties of acquiring the Panama Canal 
property and declared that the United 
States could not buy the property 
without acsuiring the encumbrances 
upon it.

HOUSE PROCEEDING 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRFESS-—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—HOUSE.— 
The House today, without preliminary 
business, resumed consideration of the 
bill to transfer certain forest reserves 
to the Agricultural Department, and to 
authorize the President to create game 
and fish preserves in such reserves. 

Mr. Carnog, chairman of the Appro- 
priation Committee, moved to strike 
out the enacting clause of the bill. By 
unanimous consent, Mr. Cannon, in 
eonnection with his motion, made a 
statement as to the status of revenues 
and expenditures. 

He argued vigorously against the 
transfer, that it would take the admin- 
istration of 46,000,000 acres from a 
fully-equipped land office and place it 
under an inexperienced division of the 
Agricultural Department, creating a 
divided jurisdiction and rendering the 
service much more expensive than at 
present. While the President had rec- 
ommended this transfer, Mr. Cannon 
said that what he really had in mind 
was the Increased efficiency of forestry 
work in the United States. 

Mr. Cannon then made a statement 
regarding the expenditures and receipts 
of the coming fiscal year. For the cur- 
rent vear the apparent surplus was 
$47,000,000; for the coming year the esti- 
mated revenues were $639,000,000. The 
regular appropriation bills in their 
resent status aggregated $590,000,000. 
he permanent appropriations were 
$69,000,000, the miscellaneous appropri- 
ations, including the Omnibus Public 
Buildings Bill, were $10,000,000; the, de- 
ficiencies already aggregated $21,000,000. 
The apparent excess of appropriations 
over expenditures already reached the 
sum of $51,925,128. This showing made 
no provision for the sinking fund, £54,- 
000,000, which could be paid, or not. It 
did not include anything for the Isth- 
mian Canal, for the Pacific cable, for 
the omnibus fish-hatchery proposition, 
or a hundred kindred propositions. 

It might be said that the treasury 
contained a great surplus, observed 
Mr. Cannon. If any of the great pend. 
ing enterprises were undertaken, the 
surplus would vanish like the mist 
before the sun. He said he did not de- 
sire to be an alarmist, but he adjured 
his colleagues to weigh carefully ap- 
propriationg before they allowed ex- 
penditures to march a estomated 
receipts. Every ‘ent of revenue for 
the next fiscal year was necessary to 
pay expenses in sight. He appealed 


to his colleagues not to pass a bill.

Mr. Corliss presented to the House 
statements and figures intended to 
show the existence of a cable monopoly 
and its purposes. He presented the 
grants obtained by the Eastern Exten- 
sion Cable Company from China, Japan 
and the Spanish isiand« in the Paciiic. 
including Guam, the Philippines and 
Marshal) Isiands, to show that this ca- 
Ble company had control of cable com- 
munications with the Far East and 
controls over seventy thousand miles of 
submarine cables. 

It had an exclusive monoply in China, 
he said, until 1930, and its Spanish 
grant in the Philippines ran until 1940. 
He contended that the Commercial] Pa- 
cific Cable Company, which proposed 
to lay a cable to Hawali and thence to 
Manila, was merely the American 
branch or ally of the extension mo- 
nopoly. Mr. Corliss dwelt on the ef- 
fect upon our military control in the 
Pacific should a foreign corporation be 
permitted to own this cable, and he 
argued that the only way to break 
down the monopoly was for the govern- 
ment to own, construct and operate 
the cable. 

Mr. Corliss denounced private cable 
monopolies, and read letters from 
Capt. Squier of the Signal Service, who, 
he said, had been in charge of the 
eable interests in the Philippines for 
three years, and from Admiral Brad- 
ford, as to the necessity for a gov- 
ernment cable and the existence: of a 
cable monopoly in the Orient.

PUNISHMENT. 

The House, on Monday, passed a 
substitute for the Senate bill for the 
protection of the President. As 
passed by the House, the substitute 
measure, so far as it relates to the 
protection of the President and those 
fm the line of succession to the Pres!l- 
dency, is inadequate. It is difficult to 
find, in any of its provisions—aside 
from those aiming specifically at the 
suppression of anarchy—a reasonable 
excuse for the legislation which it 
proposes. It is doubtful if the bill, 
should it receive the acquiescence of 
the Senate, would furnish much addi- 
tional protection to the President and 
those in line of succession. : 

The House substitute provides: that 
“any person who shall unlawfully, 
purposely and knowingly kill the 
President or Vice-President, or any 


officer entitled by law to succeed to 


the Presidency, any foreign ambassa- 
dor or Minister accredited to this 
country, while engaged in the perform- 
ance of his official duties, or because 
of his official character. or because of 
any of his acts or omissions, shall 
guffer death.” It is further provided 
that “any person who attempts to 
commit any of the above offenses shall 
be imprisoned for not less than ten 
years;” also that “any persons, while 
engaged in an unlawful attempt to 
inflict grievous bodily harm upon the 
President or any person entitled to 
succeed him, if he inflicts ipjuries 
which cause death, shall be imprisoned 
for life. If such injuries do not 
Gatise death, such offender shall be 
imprisoned not less than five years.” 
The House measure falls short of 
the severity which public sentiment 
and wise precaution demand, in that 
it prescribes the death penalty only 
for a successful attempt upon the life 
of the President, Vice-President, etc. 
Existing laws, in nearly ali the 
States, prescritie the death penalty for 
murder, and that punishment would, 
under those laws, be inflicted, in the 
dase of the killing of any of the 
Officers named, hence this provision of 
the House substitute is no better than 
existing law =excepting in _ those 
States—only four in number—which do 
mot provide for capital punishment. 
The weakness of the House measure 
is to be found chiefly in its failure 
to provide the death penalty for at- 
tempts upon the lives of the officials 
named. Assassination is assassina- 
tion, whether it succeed in its at- 
tempt to take the life of its intended 
victim, or not. The intent of murder 
is the same in either case. If the 
attempt fail, it is due to a mere acci- 
dent, for which the assassin is en- 
titled to no credit. Imprisonment for 
ten years is too light a punishment for 
such a crime, which is to ail intents 


and purposes murder. The putative 
object of the measure is to: deter 
would-be aseassins from at- 


tempting the life of the Chief Exec- 
utive. If the penalty were death for 
even an unsuccessful attempt, the law 
would be correspondingly more likely 
to accomplish the object for which

Under this proposed law a President 
might be assassinated and so _ seril- 
ously injured that his future useful- 
ness would be utterly destroyed, his 
intellectual powers wrecked, and noth- 
ing left him but a mere animal ex- 
istence;. yet the punishment of the as- 
sassin might be as light as five years’ 
imprisonment, which would be con- 
siderably reduced in case of good be- 
havior in prison. Is it not apparent 
that so feeble and inadequate an at- 
tempt to ish so great a crime is 
little better than no attempt? 

The provisions of the House substi- 
tute relative to anarchism and the 
plotting of anarchists is more satis- 
factory—more in accord with the de- 
mand of public sentiment as it un- 
doubtedly exists, overwhelmingly, 
throughout the country. It is  pro- 
vided that “any person who advocates 
the unlawful killing of an officer of the 
government or of the government of 
any civilized nation because of his 
official character, or who openly justi- 
fies killing with intent to secure the 
commission of any of the above of- 
fenses, shall be fined from $500 to 
$5000 and imprisoned from one to 
twenty-five years;" also that “any per- 
s0n who conspires or advises any per- 
son to assault or kill, within or with- 
out the United States, the Chief Mag- 
istrate of a foreign country because 
of his official character, shall be pun- 
ished as follows: If the attempt is 
made and death results, such offender 
shall suffer death. If such attempt 
does not result in death, the punish- 
ment shall be a fine of $500 to $5000 
and imprisonment from five to twen- 
ty-five years. If such attempt is not 
made, the punishment shall be a 
similar fine and imprisonment from 
one to five years.” In section 11 it is 
further provided that “no person who 
is opposed to all organized government 
or is a member of any organization 
entertaining or teaching such opposi- 
tion shail be admitted into ite United 
States, and any person who aids such 
person to enter shall be fined from 
$500 to $1000 and imprisoned from one 
to five years.” The naturalization of 
anarchists is prohibited, and it is 
provided that “in all prosecutions un- 
der the first seven sections of the act, 
it should be presumed, until the con- 
trary is proven, that the President 
or other officer was engaged in his 
Official duties at the time of the of- 
fense.”’ 

These provisions, looking to the 
punishment of anarchists and the sup- 
pression of anarchy, seem to be all 
right, and they will undoubtedly re- 
ceive the enthusiastic indorsement of 
public sentiment throughout the coun- 
try. But there will be general disap- 
pointment if the penalities for at- 
tempting the murder of the President 
and those who may succeed him in 
office be not made. severe enough to 
fit the crime.

The President's desire that some 
concessions shall be made in our 
trade relations toward Cuba which 
will assist the people of the new 
island government is shared very gen- 
erally by the American people. All 
Americans, as a matter of course, feel 
very friendly toward the people and 
the government of Cuba, and they 
would be willing to have our govern- 
ment do anything in reason to make 
easier the new road which the Cubans 
have set out to travel. But it is not 
reasonable to expect or demand that 
in making concessions to Cuba we 
shall injure our own industries to any 
serious degree. Insistent as is the 
President upon some plan _of. trade 


reciprocity with Cuba, he would hardly 


be willing to carry the matter to the 
point of inflicting appreciable injury 
upon American interests. 

The President is, of course, thor- 
oughly sincere in the belief that the 
proposed reduction of 20 per cent. in 
tariff duties as between the United 
States and Cuba would not injure 
American industries to such an extent 
as to prove an appreciable hardship. 
It is probable that an amicable and 
satisfactory agreement will soon be 
reached which will receive the sup- 
port of those holding extreme views 
both for and against reciprocity. 
Wide apart as are these views, it is 
not believed that they are irrecon- 
cilable. The opinion quite. generally 
prevails among Republicans that a 
plan can be devised which will afford 
to Cuba some measure of the relief 
desired, without working correspond- 
ing harm to our industries. Such a 
consummation would prove a happy 
solution of the whole difficulty. 

The statement telegraphed from 
Washington, to the effect that the 
late President McKinley promised 


Cuba “that she would be given certain 


trade advantages with the United 
States,” in consideration of the ac- 
ceptance, by Cuba, of the so-called 
Platt amendment, is unquestionably a 
fabrication. President McKinley may 
have expressed, to the Cuban repre- 
sentatives who visited Washington, 
the opinion that Cuba would receive 


some advantages in the way of tariff 


concessions, after the island govern- 
ment should have been established; 
but President McKinley had no atu- 
thority to promise anything of the 
sort, and he was a man, it need not 
be said, who never exceeded his au- 
thority. It is the province of Con- 
gress to determine what the tariff 


‘shall be and when it shall be modified. 


President McKinley would certainly 
not have assumed, under any circum- 
stances, to exercise the functions of 
the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment. Hence there can be no real 
foundation for the claim that Presi- 
dent McKinley made certain promises 
to the Cubans which President Roose- 
velt considers binding. 

The United States government has 
done much for the Cubans in freeing 
them from Spanish oppression and as- 
sisting them in the establishment of 
a government of their own. We are 
willing to render them further assist- 
ance, if need be, in so far as we can 
aid them. without harm to the busi- 
mess interests of our own citizens. 
How far we can go in respect to 
reciprocal trade relations with them 
is for Congress, in its wisdom, to de- 
termine. It is a grave mistake, how- 
ever, to assume that we owe them any 
debt, real or implied. Such  obliga- 
tion as exists is on the other side—a 


fact which is freely and gratefully 


recognized by all intelligent Cubans.

THE TURKEYS LOOSE. 


The latest infliction that has 
fallen upon the tillers of the soil in 
this country is a visitation of “seven- 
teen-year locusts,” which appeared 
recently, strictly on time, in 
some sections of the Southwest, and 
have since been reported from the 
foothills of the Sierra Nevada, in 
Central California, and in the back 
country of San Diego county. 

These insects are among the most 
remarkable living things, appearing, 
as they do, regularly, almost to the 
day, once in seventeen years, when 
after a few days of voracious feeding, 
they again vanish, to reappear in the 
shape of their descendants, seventeen 
years later. 

In Central California it has been 
proposed to burn off a large expanse 
of pasture land, against which ac- 
tion the owners strongly protest. 
In San Diego county the superintend- 
ent of the ranch had an army of In- 
dian squaws gathering the unwelcome 
visitors in sacks and dumping them 
into holes in the ground, where they 
are cremated. 

The Agricultural Department warned 
the farmers, some time ago, 
about this coming pest, so that they 
cannot claim to have been caught un- 
awares. If they had been wise, they 
would have been prepared to receive 
these bugs—and to make money out 
of them. The grasshopper is good 
eating. Many native tribes are very 
fond of them, fried to a crisp. So are 
the turkeys, which grow-fat on them. 
It would be a good idea for farmers, 
in advance of one of these regular 
visitations, to have a big flock of 
young turkeys ready, so that they may 
be turned loose when the visitation 
appears, and nature be permitted to 
take her course, as in the case of the 
gondolas. Then, when the turkeys 
have cleaned up one piece of property, 
they might be rented out to the 
neighbors, 

It may be too late to take advantage 
of this suggestion for the present 
season, but some of our budding agri- 
culturists would do well to bear it in 
mind for the summer of 1919, when 
the “hoppers” will again be due.

LOS ANGELES THBRATER. As a 
matter of course, Frederick Warde and 
company gave an excellent perform- 
ance of “Julius Caesar’ at the Los 
Angeles Theater last evening. This 
great tragic drama, though it has, per- 
haps, been produced more times than 
any other of Shakespeare's plays, will 
never become stage-worn. It is as po- 
tent to stir the hearts of men today 
as in the generations that are past. 
The modern stage is fortunate in hav- 
ing some worthy exponents, like Mr. 
Warde, of the old, masterful plays of 
the immortal] dramatist, to keep alive 
in the public mind an appreciation of 
that which is highest and best in his- 
trionic art. If this were not the case 
the stage would be in danger of be- 
ing swamped in the turbid flood of 
mediocrity, of coarseness, of common- 
placeness, of sensationalism, of ani- 
malism, of false passions and false 
ideals, which comprise too large a pro- 
portion of our modern dramas. 

Mr. Warde’s Marc Antony is a not- 
able presentation. It is intelligently 
and subtly interpretative of the craft, 
the cunning, the virility, the furce- 
fulness and the weakness of the 
“mailed Bacchus,” to whom the world 
was less than the love of Cleopatra. 
The “forum scene,” as brought out 
in Mr. Warde’s presentation, is bril- 
liant and impressive. The Roman mob 
is perhaps a little shy as to nugibers, 
but it is as noisy and demonstrative 
as could be desired. Mr. Warde’s own 
work in this scene is finished, mag- 
nificent, full of fire and purpose, defi- 
nite, resourceful, convincing. 

Barry Johnstone’s' conception of 
Caius Cassius, of the “lean and hun- 
is correct and vivid. He 
part” to perfection, and his 
execution is in the buperb. It 
would be well night flawless if Mr. 
Johnstone would hold himself together 
a little more consistently.

The saloon-keeper who so glibly as- 
serts that he was fined $400 “apparent- 
ly, just for the privilege of being 
alive,” has not stated the facts.

If he violated 
those laws he was justly fined.

much, for Mexico keeps a tight rein 
on her subjects, and a would-be 
trouble-maker soon finds himself be- 
hind bars. 


Some Americans who come to this 


country want to make their own laws |- 


and govern themselves thereby. They 
pretend to have the greatest contempt 
for Mextcan laws and Mexican ways. 
They take for granted that the ignor- 
ant classes with whom they have come 
in contact are the sum total of Mex!i- 
can intelligence and Mexican society. 
They have no respect for the rights of 
these ‘poor people, and they! often 
knowingly violate the law, or attempt 
to evade it, and when they get caught 
and fined, go home and publish their 
grievance, with but half the story 
told.

AN AMERICAN IN MEXICO. 
ARIZONA RAILROADS. ~- 

This Year's Assessments Based Upon 

a Valuation of About Five Million 

Do.lars—Some Lines Exempt. 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 7.—The Ter- 
ritorial Board of Equalization has 
completed the work of assessment of 
the railways of Arizona. The heaviest 
taxpayer is the Southern Pacific, with 
its mileage of 392.5 within the Terri- 
tory. It was assessed at $5700 a mile, 
amounting with improvements to $7022 
a mile. The total valuation is $2,756,- 
‘136. 

The assessment on the 386 miles of 
Santa Fé trackage was in the way of 
acceptance of an offer made by the 
corporation to pay an amount agreed 
upon with the counties affected, as the 
corporation claims to be exempt from 
taxation on right of way, by virtue of 
act of Congress. The specified tax is 
to be at the rate of 2500 a mile, a total 
Of $966,835. 

The New Mexico and Arizona road 
from Benson to Nogales, a Southern 
Pacific subdivision, was assessed $4270 
a mile for its eighty-seven miles, a 
total of $372,278. 

The Arizona Southeastern, the 
Pheips-Dodge Company's original road 


‘from Benson to Bisbee, 40.2 miles, with 
sidings, 


was assessed at a total of 
$6078.55 a mile, a total of $244,358... This 
road is exceptionally well built and 
equipped, one item being eight of the 
eaviest modern locomotives. 

Only 22.5 miles of the trackage of the 
Bisbee road's extension, the E! Paso 
and Southwestern, was taxed. It was 
at the rate of $5000 a mile, improve- 
ments and rolling stock bringing the 
assessment up to a total of. $126,950. 

The Arizona and New Mexico road, 
from Lordsburg, N. M., to Clifton, 
forty-one miles lying within Arizona, 
was assessed at the rate of $5140.95 
per mile, a total, including !mprove- 
ments, of $210,779. : 

The Maricopa and Phoenix and Salt 
River Valley Railroad's main line, 
from Maricopa to Phoenix, was taxed 
at the rate. of $49,049.85 for its 38.38 
miles, a total, with improvements and 
rolling stock, of $171,551. 

The Morenci Southern, narrow 
gauge, from Guthrie to Morenci, eight- 
teen miles, was taxed $8583 a mile, with 
total valuation of $64,500. : 

The Saginaw Southern, eighteen 
miles, a logging road operated by the 
Saginaw Lumber Company of Wil- 
liams, and the Central Arizona Rail- 
way, eleven miles, a similar road, oper- 
ated by the Arizona Lumber Company 
of Flagstaff, were each taxed $15,000 
fiat. 

The Pullman Company was taxed 
$55,048, at the rate of $1250 for tourist 
sleepers and $4000 for standards. 

The total valuation of the roads and 
Pullman property is $4,998,434.32, an in- 
crease over last year's assessment of 
$175,405.41. The El Paso and South- 
western is the only new road listed. 

Beside the ratiroads listed above, 
Arizona has lines temporarily ex- 
empted by Territorial acts from taxa- 
tion. With approximate trackage, they 
include: Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoe- 
nix, from Ash Fork to Phoenix, 200 
miles; Prescott and Eastern, Pres- 
cott to Mayer, twenty-five miles, with 
several. branches under construction: 
Gila Valley, Globe and Northern. from 
Bowie to Globe, 140 miles: Santa Fé

The main trouble lay in the 
intense dislike of the Supais to leave 
home. They are even anxious for edu- 
cation at home, but dislike being sent 
away. At the Truxton school, as 
well, would have come a mixing with 
the Wallapais, gavyhom the Supais look 
down upon, though the tribes are 
closely related.

PASSING OF J. H. ABBOTT. 


Many Friends Pay Last Tribute to 
the Memory of the Pioneer Hotel Man 
and Forty-niner. 


Funeral services were held yesterday 
at Peck & Chase's, Masonic Temple. 
over the remains of James H. Abbott, 
who died at the Catalina Hotel Satur- 
day evening. The last rites were con- 
ducted by Bishop Joseph H. Johnson 
and Rev. W. H. Dyer, and the body 
was shipped for interment to Cannon 
Falls, Minn., the old home of the de- 
ceased. The undertaking parlors were 
crowded with friends of the dead pio- 
— and the floral offerings were pro- 
use. 

Mr. Abbott was a forty-niner and 
had lived in Los Angeles continuously 
since boom days. Hewas 75 years old 
and his de“th was due to spinal dis- 
ease and pulmonary trouble of long 
standing. A widow survives him, but 
he left no children. 

Up to the time of his retirement five 
years ago, Mr. Abbott had been active 


and successful in the hotel business in 
Southern California. His last work 
was at the Broailway Hotel, which he 
opened and mapyaged until increasing 
iliness compel) him to abandon all 
active pursuits. Besides the Broadway 
he owned the Argyle for five years, 
and during his early residence here he 
conducted the hostelries at Monrovia 
and Santa Fé springs. 

Deceased was born in New York, and 
came west with the rush in 1849. He 
made quite a fortune in the gold dig- 
gings of Northern California, and then 
went to Minnesota, where he first 
farmed, and then opened a merchan- 
dise store at Cannon Falls. He was 
attacked with pulmonary trowble and 
migrated. to Southern Florida for re- 
lief, where he first engaged in the 
hotel business. Continued iliness 
caused him to decide to try Southern 
California, and he arrived in Los An- 


geles during the height of the boom ex- 


citement. He lived here continuously 
ever since, and up to a few years ago 


| enjoyed very fair health.

Passes On. 


Plainsman, Dead Shot 
and Soldier. 


Single-handed He Captured 
Five Horse Thieves—Local 
Police Officer. 


“James A. Bean, a retired member of 
the Los Angeles police force, and for 
many years desk clerk at the. Police 
‘Station, died yesterday afternoon a 
3:30 o'clock at his home, No. 1358 We 
Twentieth street. He had not been 
well for years, having been afflicted 
with bronchitis and asthma, but his Ill- 
ness was not such as to confine him to 
his bed until Monday. Even then his 
relatives did not think his condition 
such as to justify alarm. Yesterday 
afternoon he became unconscious, and 
symptoms of apoplexy developed. A 
physician was hurriedly called, but 
could do nothing for the patient, and 
after a long period of unconsciousness 
he died. The remains were taken to 
the undertaking establishment of Cun- 
ningham & O'Connor. The funeral 
services will be held Thursday, at an 
hour yet to be decided upon, at St.

HER DEATH HIS UNDOING. 


Despondency Over the Loss of His 
Wife Finally Drives Arthur Eyssen to 
Self-destruction. 


Arthur Eyssen, one of the best-known 
German residents of Los Angeles, com- 
mitted suicide about daylight yester- 
day morning by shooting himself 
through the heart with a revolver. The 
deed was committed in his room in the 
house of Mrs. Louise Schmidt, No. 901 
Buena Vista street, and it is believed 
that Eyssen was temporarily insane. 
Despondency over the death of his 
wife, to whom he was devoted, was 
doubtiess responsible for the deed. No 
one heard the shot, and no note or 
other writing was left by the deceased 
to give any clew as to his motive. 

When Eyssen did not appear at 
breakfast Mrs, Schmidt in passing his 
door rapped, but received no response, 
She did not again call him for an hour, 
but when he did not appear at a time 
when she knew he was due to go to 
work, she went to the room and again 
knocked at the door. Receiving no re- 
sponse she turned the knob and find- 
ing the door unlocked opened it. On 
the floor near the bed was the dead 
body of Eyssen and a pistol at his 
side and a bullet hole in his left 
breast showed how he had come to his 
death. He was dressed only in his 
underclothing and night shirt. The 
body was removed to Booth & Boyl- 
son’s undertaking establishment, where 
an inquest will be held. 

Byssen was 39 years of age, a native 
of Germany and had been a resident 
of Los Angeles about twelve years. 
Soon after he came here he secured 
employment in the Crystal Palace, the 
crocketrly store owned by Meyberg 
Bros. on Main street near Second. He 
remained there a year or two and 
then took the position of book-keeper 
and cashier for Adloff & Hauerwass, 
brewers’ agents. This position was a 
responsible one, but such was Eyssen's 
ability that he filled it with the same 
faithfulness as if he had been a metn- 
ber of the firm. His employers trusted 
him implicitl and he arranged his 
hours of work to suit himself. 

Three years ago his wife died, and 
the loses for a time almost crazed him. 
Since her death he had devoted most 
of his spare time to his two children, 
both girls, aged respectively 5 and 7. 
An uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Alex- 
ander Styger, who lIive on Boyle 
Heights. were in Redondo yesterday, 
and were notified by telephone o@ the 
tragedy and at once returned.

For more 
than two weeks they struggled through 
the swamps, hiding during the day and 
walking at night, and subsisting upon 
corn which they found on the farms. 
The Wisconsin man, who had long been 
a prisoner, became exhausted = and 
could not travel farther, and Bean, 
after assuring himself that he could do 
nothing for his companion, pressed on. 
When he reached the Union Hines he. 
found that several of the bloody bat- 
tles of the Peninsula campaign had 
been ‘fought, and out of his entire com- 
pany only threé men survived. They 
had been discharged and sent home. 
Then Bean re#nisted, joined a com- 
mand under Sherman, and participated 
in the famous march to the sea, Later 
he was sent with his regiment to join 
Grant's army, and participated in the 
attacks upon Petersburg, and was with 
the victorious Union army at Appo- 
mattox.

The oid adobe building on the north 


side of First street between Spring 
and Broadway, and just west of the 
Larronde Block, which is now being 
torn down to make room for a three- 
story brick office building Is one of 
the landmarks of the city. It was 
built by Frank J. Carpenter, fifty-five 
years ago, ard was the home of Mr. 
Carpenter and his family for whirty- 
nine years. Mr. Carpenter was at the 
time of the erection of the building, 
and for a number of years afterward, 
the jailer of this county. The jail was 
then located in the rear of the adobe 
building on a lot now occupied by the 
Phillips Block. In buying the site 
for his home, Mr. Carpente: purchased 
the entire frontage on Wiest street be- 
tween Fort street (now Broadwy,) 
and the present Larronde Block, about 
165 feet, for $15. This Inclules the 
lots upon which The Times buil-ling, 
and other fine business blocks now 
stand. These properties were pur- 
chased, some of them by their present 


owners, from the Carpenter estate. 
The plot upon which the homestead 


stood was among the last to be dig 
posed of by the representatives of the 
estate. It was sold in the early vart 
of 1901 to John W. Gibbs for $15,000. 
It is an irregular lot, fronting thirty- 
five feet on First stret, being ninety- 
one feet deep along its western bound- 
ary, seventy-five feet on its eastern 
boundary and forty-two and one half 
feet wide at its northern extremity. 
T. W. Brotherton bought the lot 
last March for $20,000, and has recently 
contracted for the erection of a three- 
Story business and office building with 
plate glass and steel front, which will 
be in keeping with the other modern 
bulidings now being built in Gils city.

Accompanying him was F. T. Searight, 
also a reporter for the Herald. Under 
inatructions from the city editor they 
endeavored to learn about the sale of 
liquor in boxes. After five or six rounds 
of drinks on the main floor they re- 
marked to the waiter about some 
women sitting in the balcony, and the 


Waiter stated that the stage girls were 


all back of the stage, and asked if 
‘ther wished to see them. Sayford said 
he would, and the waiter went to con- 
sult with another man, presumably the 
manager. yford told this man that 
they were from the East. 

Sayford told the commission that he 
and Sea t were then taken through 
a@ door, above which was the legend, 
Entrance. Private,’ the door 
being unlocked with a key furnished by 
the manager. They were then 
in a subterranean passage, denominated 
the tunnel. walter, named 
“Ray,” took them in tow and escorted 
them along the passageway to the 

A knock at the first 
door brought the reply “busy,” but 
when the waiter tapped at the next 
door a girl walked out into the pas- 
sageway, and, throwing beth arms 
around Sayford’s neck, exclaimed, 
“How do you do, sweetheart?” This 
affectionate greeting waa followed in 
the next breath by the touching appeal, 
“Let's have a drink.” 


— §ayford further stated that the door 


waa fastened with a spring lock, and 

that there were no windows or tran- 

eoms in the room. The gtri was attired 

in a diaphanous knee skirt, the effect of 

which she somewhat heightened by 

putting her feet on the table. Another 
rl was called in, and the drain on the 
erald finances began. 

When it came time to go on the stage 
the giris laid aside their sacques and 
put on their stage dresses without re- 
quiring the reporters to vacate. Sayford 
assisted the actresses in the prepera- 
tions by buttoning up the back of 
their stage dresses. Still another girl 
appeared and sang a ditty of doubtful 
merit. In the meantime the actresses 
had developed an unquenchabie thirst 


- and high-priced liquids In great quan- 


titles were being consumed at the ex- 
pense of the Herald. 
SEARIGHT'S CONFESSION. 

After a short cross-examination Say- 
ford was excused and Reporter Sea - 
right took the stand. He toid substan- 
tially the same story as that related 
by his cOmpanion. He had gonp to the 
Gance hall at the request of Sayforg 
as a corroborative witness. He’ re- 
membered that the actresses had an 
“immense” thirst. He said the girls 
were bold in manner and very vulgar. 
They held down the reporters’ knees 
and failed to show a retiring disposi- 
tion and all the time the drinks at 25 
cents Herald money, were being poured 
into the Vienna Buffet vortex. Searight 
thought he saw one man coming from 
@ dressing-room, but he wouldn't be 
positive about it. Thesy remained in the 
dressing-room about three hours, and 
hed the last round of drinks after 1 
o'clock. The girls displayed great re- 
luctance to part company with the 
Herald money. and urged the report?rs 
to stay longer. 

When they came out through the bar- 
ghted, and two 
men were in there. presumably drink- 
ing. and a third behind the bar, de- 
clared the wi.ness. 

Witness was positive that there were 


boxes in the gallery, but Attorney Rush | 


later proved that there have been none 
there since September 1, 1900. Cross-ex- 
amination brought out the fact that 
the reporters had tried to get down to 
the dressing-rooms, and that they had 
not been invited. 

E. H. Tanner, a Herald reporter, tes- 
tified to being In the dressing-rooms 
of the Vienna Buffet on the night of 
May 16. The waiter when asked. told 
him it was “dead easy” to see the girls. 
He was taken to a dressing-room and a 
girl finally came in reluctantly, the 
waiter saying, “it's the last time to- 
night.” Tanner quaffed some “Mumm’s 
Extra Dry” at $3 per pint and bade 
the unsympathetic actress good night. 

On cross-examimation Attorney Rusb 
tried to b out that the reporter had 
posed as an actor and had said that he 
wentt o school with the girl in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. Tanner denied that he 
had made such statements. 

HOPEWELL CONFES€®FS. 

F. Hopewell, another reporter, told 
of his experiences at the buffet on the 
night of May 31. HopeweN made two 
preliminary visits, and became ae- 
quainted with the waiter. When he 
went the third time the waiter askea 
if he was the man that wanted to see 
the girls. He wag then taken below in 
due course. In one room he found a 
woman and a child of 4 years. The 
waiter made the woman leave the room, 
as “the girl in black” had been desig- 
nated to part Hopewell from his Her- 
ald money. Two men went through the 
passageway, one of whom was intox- 
cated or ill. Then the girl came in and 
greeted him cordially. She was not fa- 
miliar, said the-witness. Champagne 
was ordered, and ai sealed hottle 
brought. A second girl appeared in 
search of a drink. A third girl appeared 
in searchvof girl No. 2, whom she said 
was wanted in another room. The 
voices of men were heard calling for

The “girl in black” then confided that 
She had been with a “friend” from 
Arizona, and beef “pulling his 
leg.’ She borrowed a pencil to change 
some figures on the wall: said she had 
sold $18 of booze the night before, and 
only got $1.50, and that she did not 
propose to lose her commission again. 

Still another girl who had appeared 
on the stage in a crazy-quilt dress 
with a riding whip and danced entered 
in distress. The “girl in black” asked 
what was the matter. The lady in 
distress drew her bare arm and a hand- 
kerchief across her eyes and declared 
that she would be fired if she did not 
go to the big room with the men. Said 
the “girl in black:” “Oh, haw, 
you'll have to get ured to those things.

STILL THEY COME. 

B. H. Canfield, another Herald re- 
porter, was the first witness of the 
afternoon. He was in the buffet Mot.- 
day night and failed to get into the 
dressing-room. An actress consoled 
him in a little room at the right of the 
stage until 1:06 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, be declared. At 1:15 the girl clam- 
ored for another bottle. waiter 
called “Curly” assisted, 
E. QO. Sawyer, another reporter, was 
with Canfield. He found out that the 
waiter and the girl each got 50 cents 
commission on each bottie seid. Saw- 
yer had been to Inglewood, and was 
dressed as a farmer. The conversa- 
tion, he stated, turned on Roosevelt's 
chances for the presidency in 1904. 

CHIEF ELTON’'S REPORT. 

After much battling between the at- 
torneys, the Chief's report of his in- 
vestigations was read. It was as fol- 
lows: 

To the Honorable Board of Police 
Commissioners—Gentiemen: In ac- 
cord with the ing@tructions of your hon- 
orable body, 1 have made further in- 
vestigation of the manner in which the 
saloon and. entertainment hall known 
as the Vienna Buffet, Nos. 
Court street, is conducted and on the 
ith inst. | made another personal in- 
spection of the place. 

I find that the so-called tunnel, the 
passageway leading from near the 
front of the building back to the dress- 
ing-rooms under the stage, of which 
so much has been said by certain 
newspaper men and others, is now 
wholly closed as a means of ingress to 
or egress from said dressing-rooms, the 
said. partition havin been placed 
there on my order on May 22, 1902. 

Joseph Petrich, one of the managers 
of the buffet. sate that the so-called 
tunnelwas constructed solely to facili- 
tate the handling of baggage to and 
the dressing-rooms and the 

e, and an inspection shows that it 
has been so used, and that now that 
this passageway is closed, baggage 
can be delivered to said dressing-rooms 
only by taking it up over the front of 
the stage and down a narrow and 
crooked stairway at great inconveni- 
ence and considerable damage to prop- 
erty. 

Under the stage are four small 
dressing-rooms and a general waiting 
room. The doors of these rooms havé no 
locks and a careful inspection shows 
that they never had any locks, bolts 
or other means of fastening on them. 

The dressing-room for men on the 
upper floor on a level with the upper 
balcony of the main hall, and can be 
entered through a door opening from 
said baicony and also by means of.a 
stairway from the little room at the 
end of the stage, and leading from the 
main hall. There are absolutely no 
other means of ingress or egress to or 
from these dressing-rooms and wait- 
ing-room, and both of the said men- 
tioned doors are from the front and in 
plain view of ali occupants of the audi- 
torium. 

There is no bed nor lounge in either 

of the dressing-rooms or the employés’ 
waiting-room, and the furnishing of 
the same is very meager, less than will 
be found in the dressing-rooms of other 
theaters. 
“The galleries along the main floor of 
the buffet and the balconies are al 
now open. The balconies were origi- 
nally divided by board partitions into 
nine rooms or boxes on each side of 
the hall, but all of said partitions were 
removed many months ago, at the time 
of the first order of the Police Com- 
missioners in regard to the removal of 
boxes.

ing that he was ied or enticed into 
and given beer in a room of the buffet 
which had upon the door, ‘For Ladies 
only,’ I had this in mind when in- 
specting the hall, but found that the 
only doors so marked were those opens 
ing into ladies’ toilets. If the man in 
question got into one of these places 
I am of the opinion that he got his 
beer before he went in. 

Petrich states that during his term 
of management of the buffet only the 
employés of the house and their wives 


been allowed in the dressing-rooms and 
the employés’ waiting-room under the 
stage, but prior to the closing of the 
tunnel, it was possible for outsiders 
to get into said rooms, but there cer- 
—v could not have been many vis- 
tors. 

I have repeatedly sent men to in- 
spect there rooms and see what was 
going on there, the recent dates of 
such visits that I can recall being 
April 14, 23, 30 and May 19. All have 
reported to me that on each occasion, 
to the best of their judgment, no other 
than employés of the house were in 
the dressing-rooms or einployés’ wait- 
ing room under the stage, and that 
the people they found there were s0- 
ber and orderly. Since the closing of 
the tunnel I have sent men there, 
whom I am positive were not known to 
the employés as my agents. supplied 
with money to spend liberally, if nec- 
essary, as a “man about town” might 
do, and they have been positively re- 
fused admittance to th~ dressing-rooms 
and waiting room, and have failed to 
get in, so that I feel sure that none 
but employés are now able to visit 

Good order has been maintained in 
the Vienna Buffet during the whole 
time that I have been Chief of Police, 
and but very few arrests have n 
necessary in or about the place: not 
nearly so many as from some of the 
other saloons in the city, and perhaps 
not one arrest for twenty’: that have 
been made in the saloons at the cor- 
ner of First and Los Angeles streets. 

It having been stated to your honor- 
able board that the unfortunate 
woman, Madeline Coomer, alias Ray 
Pare, maiden name Madaline Grinder. 
who was shot on Alameda street on 
May 27, 1902, by her half brother, W3l- 
liam Grinder, I have caused the woman 
to be interviewed, and have a state- 
ment from her that she began her 
“sporting life’ in a house in San Diego 
in January, 1899, and that she did not 
come to Los Angeles until August, 1501, 
and remained here but a short time, 
visiting the Vienna Buffet but twice. 
said visits being the only times she 
has ever been there. In a letter from 
Chief of Police E. W. Rushyhead of 
San Diegzo. dated June 6, 1902, it is 
stated that the woman in question 
was known In San Diero as ele 
Griender and was inmate 
houses. of fame in this city more 
than two vears before she came to 
Los Anvteles.” 

Rose Gillman, called the “little blon4 
girl of 17 years," by those who com- 
plained of her being allowed in the 
Vienna Buffet dressing-rooms, has 
made an affidavit in which she states 
that she is 25 years of age, a mar- 
ried woman, that she was employed tn 
the buffet as an actress, and that her 
husWand was with her on each and ev- 
ery occasion that she was at the said 
buffet. 

Having been governed in this. as tn 
all other cases, by a desire ta obtain 
and present to your honorable bodv 
only the facts. without prejudice or 
injustice to any person, I respectfully 
submit this report.

ROSE DENIES. 

An affidavit signed by Rose Gillman, 
who has left the Vienna Buffet to per- 
form at the Unique, was read in which 
she denies everything imputed to her 
by Hopewell. She declares that. he 
was the only man to buy her a drink 
during her engagement at the buffet 
except the employés of the house. 

After the reading of the affidaits, 
Chief Elten was ~ut.on the stand. In 
reply to questions, he stated that the 
Police Commission, that passed the 
rule ordering out the boxes, had in- 
pected the' dressing-rooms in the buf- 
fet and had declared that they did not 


Therefore there had been no viola- 
tion of the board's rule about drink- 
ing in booths or boxes, as the board 
itself had decided that the dressing- 
rooms did not come under the order. 
Mayor Snyder also made a similar 
statement. The fef repeated the 
statement in his t, that there 
were no fastenings of any kind on the 
doors and no indications that there 
had been any. 

Thorpe read an extract from a ser- 
mon where a minister had stated 
that the Police Commission was shield- 
ing the Vienna Buffet. He asked the 
Chief if tRe board had been guilty of 
any such conduct. In reply, the Chief 
— the following communica- 
tion: 

‘BOUQUET FOR COMMISSION. 
To the Board of Police Commissioners. 

Gentiemen: Having noted the criti- 
cism, more than once recently publicly 
made, that if I were not restrained by 
the Board of Police Commissioners, 
but had been helped and properly 
“backed up” by you, conditions would 
be more satisfactory in this city than 
those who criticise them think they 
are: and feeling that this Yriticiem is 
so wholly unwarranted and unfair, I 
desire to thus publicly assure you that 
such criticism is not the result of 
any act or expression of opinion by 
myself, and to further assure you 
that I appreciate that while you have 
practically given me a “free hand” in 
the administration of the police affairs 
of this city. you have always been 
ready to advise and aid me, and have 
given me the most hearty and cordia! 
support in my earnest efforts to give 
to the citizens of this community first- 
class police protection. 

Again thanking you for your con- 
fidence and assuring you that I grate- 
fully appreciate the aid and stanch 
“backing up’ which you have always 
cheerfully T am

J. W. Crooks, otherwise known as 
“Curly,” told how impressed he was 
with the generosity of the Herald 
men. He told how the reporters had 
recklessly thrown away money which 
looked like that wrung from preach- 
ers and widows and orphans in the 
promotion of fake schemes, 

“Curly” declared that he had re- 
ceived more tips in the last few days 
than ‘in his whole life before. The 
men from the Herald, he declared, 
had been very liberal for the last few 
days. He thought they were a “good 
thing,”’ so he took their money and 
helped them along. 

PETRICH ON THE STAND. 

Other witnesses were examined, and 
then Joseph Petrich, one of the pro- 
prietors, took the stand. In reply to 
questions from Keeney he deciared 
that the waiters got 10 per cent. com- 
mission on their sales. Strict orders 
had been issued to admit none but 
professional people below the stage. 
Actresses, he said, were paid a salary, 
but were sometimes given bonuses at 
the end of the week. 

Keeney said he had no doubt that 
the firm had the right to discriminate 
against the professional people by 
charging them 25 cents for a 5-cent 
glass of beer, but that it was a trifle 
peculiar. 

ATTORNEY RUSH'S HOT SsTUFF. 

Attorney Rush grilled the Herald 
in his argument which followed. He 
declared that the charge had been 
|} made repeatedly that the buffet had 
violated the law, whereas there was 


no law or ordinance in existence that } 


had been violated. The Police Com- 
mission had been accused by innuendo 
of aiding and abetting in the viola- 
tion. He called attention to the fact 
that the commission that had passed 
the rule regarding boxes had excepted 
the dressing-rooms, and that fio 
change had been made whatever. If 
the board demanded, they would 
cheerfull make any alterations 
asked. e dwelt on the fact that it 
took a reporter three nights to get 
down there, and deemed it unending 
that a reporter should find boxes in 
the gallery and spring locks on the 
doors when there were no boxes and 
no locks. He told how the manager 
had gone to the Herald publishers 
and asked for information when the 
first article appeared. He had offered 
to discharge every employé céncerned 
if the Herald could show that any 
waiter had taken a reporter down in 
the basement. 

“It seems to be a general craze to 
meet actresses,” declared the attorney. 
When histrionic stars come to Los An- 
geles there are many who try to make 
their acquaintance. Merchants, law- 
yer@and business men all vie in doing 
homage to the actress: but never be- 
fore I learned of the Los Angeles Her- 
ald did I know of a case where every- 
body, from the old patriarch at the 
head of the paper down to the press- 
men had such a craving for actresses 
and were so willing to spend money 
for e purpose.

In conclusion he stated that his client 
would be very glad, indeed, to have 
the board pass a rule that liquor should 
not be served in.the dressing-rooms of 
any theater. 

Rev. Mr. Pitner declared that the 
question was whether the dressing- 
rooms had been put to an improper 
use. The best actresses did not sit on 
their admirer's laps and sing and tell 
risque stories, he said. 

“If this is a bad place, it should be 
closed,” he said. “If there are other 
bad places, they should be ciosed. A 
dressing-room should be used as a 
dressing-room, not as a place of as- 
signation. A dressing-room does not 
in itself increase the price of beer five 
times. FE:verybody understands that if 
this body believes the Vienna Buffet 
dangerous to the morals of the city, 


that you will revoke the license, as we 


ask.

Commercial Interests of Indiana City 
to Be Guarded Against the Un-Amer- 
ican Methods of a Band of Bombastic 
Agitators, 


Leading merchants and prominent 
citizens of Terre Haute, Ind. have 
formed an  “anti-boycott society,” 
known as. the Citizens’ Protective 
League, to oppose the efforts of dis- 


Peredited strikers and labor agitators 


who are endeavoring to impose the 
un-American boycott on all merchants 
and others who patronize the cars of 
the Terre Haute Electric Company. 
A st occurred on this line in Jan- 
vary and the strikers were defeated. 

Unable again to obtain employment 
with the company, and, aided by the 
Central Labor Union of Terre Haute, 
the strikers declared a boycott on pat- 
rons of the street car line; on mef- 
chants who purchase - goods from 
wholesalers who patronize the line, and 
so extensive in its ramifications that 
nearly everyone in the city was af- 
fected. Efforts were made even to 
boycott country merchants who went 
to Terre Haute to purchase goods, and 
in every way the strikers and labor 
agitators have endeavored to injure 
the city by their underhanded tactics. 

Sickened with the infamy heaped on 
the city through the actions of a small 
band of irresponsible men, the business 
and professional men of Terre, Haute 
held a meeting on the evening of May 
20, and formed the Citizen's Protective 
League, the members of which pledge 
themselves to “ignore the existing boy- 
cotts, and to use all honorable means 
for their removal and the prevention 
of all similar movements in the fu- 

ure.”’ 

Continuing, the preamble reads: 
“We accord to every citizen the full- 
est liberty of personal action not in- 
consistent with law and order or the 
general welfare, but we pledge our- 
selves to resist with our personal in- 
fluence and means if necesary, the en- 
croachment of all organized efforts 
against the commercial interests of our 
ity.” 

a week the membership of the 
league was 600 and it has grown rapidly 
since that time. It includes manu- 
facturers, merchants, professional men 
and representatives from nearly every 
walk in the city’s life, its influence al- 
ready has had a beneficial effect on 
some “weak sisters’ who had been 
bluffed by bombast into fear of the 
boycotters’ methods. 

One of the first to join the league 
was Rev. Frances Lehner, a popular 
Catholic priest, who said the organiza- 
tion should have been formed before 
and that its effect would) be good. 
“IT have absolutely no wympathy with 
the boycotters,” he said, “and the city 
will be benefited when he is suppres- 
sed.”"

Blacktooth Would See 


the President. 


Historic Scene at Long Junta 
_ With Agua Calientes— 
Moving On. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WARNER'S RANCH, June 8.—The 
Warner's Ranch Indian Commission 
has come, the juntas are over, and the 
little handful of Agua Caliente folk 
are face to face with the inevitable. 

Friday afternoon the commission 
swung through the mountain portale 
that open on the rugged peak of Vol- 
can, shining in the sun to the south- 
ward, and on the beautiful broad val- 
ley beneath known as Warner's Ranch, 
and turned up through the great oaks 
to the little adobe, tule-roofed settle- 
ment that sits—and has sat since time 
that men and the sons of men have 
forgotten, but soon will sit no lomger— 
on a bench of the valley's hills that is 
Stretched down beside the springs of 
the hot water. 

It was late in the afternoon; the 
farther rim of the mountain bow! that 
holds this beautiful bit of Indian coun- 
try Was already beginning to lower a 
shadow into the valley; the glare was 
softening on the adobe homes. Never- 
theless, the captain was asked to dis- 
patch a mounted messenger immedi- 
ately to gather the scattered tribes- 
men from the corners of the hills 
round about, that the big talk, which 
Was to occupy that night and half the 
next day, might be started without 
delay. A genuine Indian council meet- 


mot effectually gather in the 
straggiers without a piece of paper 
from the commission which he might 
bear to them, though they could not 
read it, to show his authority. So a 
written command to gather in the 
mame of the government at the springs 
With all haste was provided, and he 
Gisappeared in the fastnesses. 

A primary junta was held with Capt. 
Blacktooth, and a few of the princi- 
pal men then and there, and it was de- 
cided to hold a short junta that nigh« 
at 7:30 in the little schoolhouse with 
such men as were already in the vil- 
lage, that the purposes and desires uf 
the commission might be made plain 
to them, and lie in their minds over 
night. The commission. knew that the 
critical point would be the request that 
@ certain number of the Indians be 
elected to go on the search of a new: 
home, thus finally relinquishing the 
hope to which they have clung so te- 
maciously, that their present homes 
will yet be saved to them at the last 
were expected to stick on 


. and y did stick, through two 


‘talks,”’ until the captain declin- 


ing to aid, two of the principal men 

were appointed by the commmission, 

and told to accompany the expedition. 
IMPRESSIVE JUNTA. 

That evening’s junta, when the 

stricken little band come to hear the

At the appointed hour, while the be 
lated government party was still at 
supper around the fire in the school 
yard under the cottonwoods, where 
camp had made, the men 
streamed up the little knoll from the 
settiement. Silently, with stoical ex- 
pressions, they leaned against’ the 
trees and the fence and waited, the 
firelight playixvg on their puzzled, dark 
faces. After the principal men had 
been presented to the two other com- 
missioners by Idr. Lummis—each man 
lifting the brim of his hat-and siid- 
ing it down the back of his head after 
Indian habit, instead of doffing it— 
they filed solemniy into the school, and 
slid two and two into the cramped lit- 
tle benches. Mr. Laimmis, as chairman 
of the commiss‘on, occupied the chafr 
on the platform, with his party ranged 
in a semi-circle behind him. Biack- 
tooth sat in one of the frant desks, 
near Pasqual, his cfficial interpreter. 
About thirty men were assem bled. 

Silence fell in the dimly-lighted room, 
the swarthy. strained faces af the au- 
dience brought Into relief only by the 
glimmer of lanterns placed here and 
there. At first most of the men studied 
the desks in front of them with down- 
cast gaze; then suddenly all eyes rose 
like one as the chairman prepared to 
speak. 

Hie made them a “big talk” in an- 
ish, a practical, sometimes touching 
address, telling them that though the 
government knows that they loved best 
of all the valley and the springs which 
had always n beneath their feet, and 
the rugged gle Nest and the Rabbit 
peaks that towered above them in the 
sierra, familiar to every eye, the law 
had said they must go, and the com- 
mission had been sent to do the best it 
could for them in finding another home. 
The commissioners were present, he 
eaid, only because they were the Indi- 
ans’ friends, and the thing that they 
desired, and requested, was that the 
captain appoint two men to accom- 
pany them, to see with their own eyes 

@ advise their people what was to 

their new home. He repeated the 
Game statements to Pasqual Black- 
nephew of the captain, in Eng- 
sh; that the bewlldered people might 
understand it the better by hearing it 
twice, and Pasqua! droned it back 


| Cupafio tongue. Some sighed heavily 
as full understanding of the meaning 
of the commissioners’ presence sank 
into their minds, and moved restiessly 
in their seats; others sat stolidly untii 
the end, 
SULLEN BLACKTOOTH. 

Finally Blacktooth was asked whether 
or not he would send an appointed — 
number of his men with the commis- 
sion. 

He evaded the question by saying 
through the interpreter—the captain 
does not speak any tongue but that of 
his own people—that he could not un- 
derstand how the lands could be taken 
in the first place, that he wanted to 
go to Washington to see the President, 
and that if the commission was really 
sent from the government to help them, 
it would do all it could to keep Agua 
Caliente for them and not talk always 
of taking them away. The captain 
showed a stubborn, sullen disposition 
from the start; stood up along toward 
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justice, and his determination to go to 
Washington. 
Ali of the commissioners addressed 
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guay, Puerta de la Crug, and other set-

“Tell the commissioners,” said he 
promptly to Pasqual, ‘that they themi- 
selves are very fond of talking, and 
we have been listening to them a long 
timé; they cannot stop any of mv 
people from talking who wish to.” 
Such is the manner of Blacktocth's 
speech. 

During the council Mrs. Josephine 
Babbitt, the government teacher, was 
asked by the commission to address 
them, and she plead with them to yield 
with as good grace as possibile under 
the circumstances.

Disappeared from Bisbee Five Weeks 
Ago Leaving No Trace Behind Him— 
Salesman for Salt Combine. 

About a month ago the Associated 
Press sent out a dispatch stating that

SEASON’S NET PROCEEDS FIFTY- 
FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Four Hundred and Forty-nine Car- 
loads Shipped by Growers’ Associa- 
tion—E!l Toro Fire Burns Over Two 
Thousand Acres. 


SANTA ANA, June 10.—The annual 
report of the secretary of the Orange 
County Celery Growers’ Association, 
recently submitted to the board of 
directors, contains figures which are 
interesting to growers and shippers, as 
well as to the general public. The re- 
port shows that the association ship- 
ped, during the past season, 530.767 
dozen bunches of celery, for which 
was received the net total sum of $55,. 
046.61. 

Of the total number of bunches ship- 
ped, 244,834 dozen were of the white 
plume variety, which brought to the 
growers $25,141.61, and 285,933 dozen 
bunches were of the go'den self- 
blanching and brought $29,905. 

After all expenses were deducte? anda 
the payments for like varieties 
grouped, it is found that the associa- 
tion members received 57-8 cents a 
dozen for the white plume variety and 
a fraction ove? 7 cents for the golden 
self-blanching, these figures includ- 
ing the charges for harvesting the 
celery. 

During the season the association 
shipped 449 carioads, divided among 
the different companies, as follows: 
Southern California Deciduous Fruit 
Exchange, 433; Earl Fruit Comnany, 9: 
Fay Fruit Company, 6; Henry Wilson, 
1. The association received from the 
different companies the following ag- 
gregate returns for the celery: South- 
ern California Deciduous Fruit Ex-

HANCE FOR DRY DOCK 


OFFERED SAN PEDRO» 


LOS ANGELES CAPITAL LOOKING 
FOR A LOCATION. 
Sites Said to All Belong to Other 
Concerns, and Question “Up to” Cit- 


izens and Business Men—University to 


Continue Marine Studies. 


SAN PEDRO, June 10.—It now rests 
with the business men and citizens of 
San Pedro whether the prestige and 
welfare of the Harbor City shall be 


enhanced before the world, or remain 
dormant. 


The Times of June &, in its San Pedro 
news, called attention to the fact that 
the harbor is in need of a dry dock. 


This was not long in bringing to San 
Pedro men ready to_make the under- 


taking and build a fifst-class dry dock, 


provided a suitable location can be fur- 
nished them. C. 8. Hartman of . Los 
Angeles was here representing the par- 
ties interested and went over the situa- 
tion thoroughly. He found that the 
desirable sites belong to other corpora- 
tions, and that unless some one of these 
can be obtained San Pedro may lose 
a splendid opportunity of acquiring 
what will be a lasting benefit to the 
city. “We have the necessary capital 
and an earnest desire to construct a 
dry dock in the harbor here, provided 
our proposition is met fairly,”’ remarked 
Hartman to the members of the Board 
of Trade, “and unless there is a prob- 
ability of acquiring a site here adapted 
to such a structure we will go to Port 
Baliona.”’ 


What will San Pedro do? 
BIOLOGICAL RESBARCH. 
The marine work in biology by the 


University of California will be con- 
ducted again this summer at San Pe- 
dro. An announcement just issued from 
the university states that ‘as the ob- 
ject of the laboratory is, primarily, re- 
search, and the facilities are limited, 
provision cannot be made for students 
who have had no experience in biolog- 
ileal work. However, a limited number 
of investigators, and students quali- 
fled to carry on individual work under 
direction, can be accommodated. The 
session will coincide with that of the 
Summer school at Berkeley, which be- 
gins June 26 and ends August 6.” 


Owing to lack of funds the university 


finds that it will be unable to do any 
dredging this year. Considerable time 
will be devoted to a study of the con- 
ditions of the, water, its temperature? 
specific gravity, currents, etc. Biological 
work proper will be restricted to the life 
along the shore. The university hopes 
to resume the deep-water investigations 
later on.
